Thf  naval  conversaUona  in  Europe  designed  to 
bring  about  a^  new  balance  In  na^al  power  are 

bciuK  carried  on  without  reference  to  the  United 
State*  or  Italy  or  Japan.  What  Is  happening  Is 
Intended  to  replice,  not  to  supplement,  the  Idea 
of  a  Disarmament  Conference.  Oreat  Britain  and 
Oennany  appear  to  have  reached  an  accord,  but 
whait  Ita  detClla  are  remain  uncertain  so  far 
l;>nblic  knowledge  is  concerned.  On  the  basis  of 
that  accord  there  are  now  conversations  in 
progress  In  Paris  between  Mr.  Anthony  Edcji  and 
M  Laval,  and  the  initial  reports  of  these  indicate 
that  France  Is  "not  satisfied  with  whatevrr  the 
arrangement  is  that  Great  Britain  has  made 
tentatively  with  Germany. 

Whatever  the  outcomf  of  the  present  conver- 
sations, it  is  one  that  Is  preliminary  to  an  inter- 
national conference  to  be  held  next  year,  when 
the  London  Naval  Tfeaty  expires.  In  Other  words, 
ail  that  is  being  done  at  present  If  a  aeaixiilng 
out  as  to  wbat  eaeh  nation's  naval  claims  will  be 
^hen  new  ratios  of  strength  are  t!i.scussed  with 
a  view  to  a  new  International  pact.  It  is  true

The  Pacific  (rrrat  F^a>itern  Railway  had  an  agreement  with 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific,  which  is  now  a  part  of  the  Canadian 
National  system,  und^r  which  all  traffic  originating  in  eastem 
Canada  destined  for  the  port  of  Vancouver  was  to  be  routed 
over  the  Pacific  Great  Eiutem.  With  the  amalgamation  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  and  the  Canadian  Northern  into  the 
Canadlail  National  Railway  the  benefit  of  this  agreement  waa 
lost  br<  nnse  traflic  originating  on  the  (^rand  Trunk  Pacific 
deatined  for  the  port  of  Vancouver  is  now  routed  over  the 
Canadian  Northern  section  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway. 
The  Province  of  Rritish  Columbia  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
amalgamation  of  the  Canadian  Northern  and  the  Grand 
Trunk  systems,  and  when  the  Grand  Trunk  Paeifie  was  taken 
Into  the  Cianadian  National  system  the  aKreemrnt  with  the 
Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway  should  have  been  taken  into 
iBSBsldsration— but  It  was  not.

geMted  to  the  IVimininn  (.nvernmcnl  that  this  road  should  be 
taken  o*rr  at  its  replacement  value  v«hich,  at  the  present 
value  of  the  dollar,  would  be  less  than  half  of  what  it  has 
eoat  the  provlnee.

tion  of  Canada  byi  way  of  direct  con^tribution  to  the  Dominion 
treasury.

UVED  ON  CAPITAL ... 

Fver  "lince  C'.iMifeiieration  our  pcriodn  of  prosperity  have  been 
periods  of  heavy  capital  expenditure.  Indeed  it  may  be  said 
that  in  eonsiderable  measure  we  have  been  living  upon 
capital.  Rillions  were  spent  upon  railroads  in  anticipation  of 
increase  of  population  and  consequent  increase  of  business, 
^concurrently,  billions  were  spent  upon  private  endeavotir 
while  there  was  a  titeaily  flow  of  Immigration.  Some  two 
billions  were  spent  upon  war." 

Today  there  is  no  comparable  capital  cx|>enditure.  Immigra- 
tion has  been  greatly  restricted  and  external  trade  is  IjMO  than 
half  of  its  peak.  I  nder  such  conditions,  need  ^e  be  surprised 
'  that  we  have  unemployment? 

Canada,  with  its  tremendous  area,  smgll  |Mipulation  and  great 
variety  of  natural  rssourcsS,  must  have  an  export  mariMt  la 

order  to  prosper. 

Retaliatory  tariffs  imposed  by  the  Lnited  States  ha\e  mo  far 
cut  into  Britiah  Columbla,*s  timber  export  business  with  that 
country,' formerly  our  l»est  customer,  that  we  have  been 
forced  to  look  for  new-outlets.  In  Great  Rritain  we  have  found 
timber  and  lumber  markets,  but  these  are  constantly  in 
jeopardy  by  reason  of  keen  competition ,  Cross  the  Baltic 
States  and  from  Soviet  Russia.  •  ;  ' 

TARIFF  HANDICAPS  

As  an  example  of  the  handicap  created  by  restrictive  tariffs  let 
me  cite  the  vhhc  of  halibut  fiHbcrnw-n  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 
American  fishing  boats  operating  in  the  same  waters  as 
€!liaadian  boats  rosslve  twn  eenis  per,  pound  more  fpr  halibut 
than  the  Canadian  boats. 

This  province  simplv  must  be  able  to  dif«po*>e  of  its  primary 
priMlucts— timber,  metals,  fish,  fur  and  agriculture— in  order 
to  prosper.  ,  •  ' 

Tariff  adjnitments,  however,  take  time,  and  meantime  what 

are  \»  e  going  to  do  with  the  pr«)blrni  of  n  tu-ni pb»>  nient,  whlch 
is  the  most  difbcult  problem  iniincdi.itcl  v  fariiiK  us? 

Rritish  Columbia  has  probably  |»rcn  un<ler  greater  handicap 
with  regard  to  unen^ployment  than  any  other  province  In  the 
Dominion,  b>  reason  of  the  fact  that  nearly  one-third  of  the 
single  fit  homeless  men  in  Canada  who  are  on  relief  migrated 
to  Rritish  (x>lumbia.  Their  presence  here  undoubtedly  created 
great  discord  and  unrest  In  the  minds  of  the  population 
generally.  This  has  been  very  trying  to  Industry  as  a  whole. 

On  many  occasions  I  have  pointed  out  that  private  endeavour 
has  done  as  much  as  it  can  in  the  re-employment  of  labour, 
and  I  have  frequently  suggested  to  the  Dominion  Cwivenuiiient, 
and  suggest  here,  that  lii  order  to  meet  the  present  emergent 
conditions  of  unemployment,  the  Dominion  Government 
should  advance  money  to  the  various  prorincea  to  undertake 
essential  and  desirable  public  works  to  do  two  things,  namely, 
to  meet  a  ftrnwiufi  public  nee<l  and  to  prr>vide  employmSBt 
instead  of  the  present  demorali7.irig  method  of  relief.

deavour.  In  our  own  province  money  la  badly  needed  for  roads, 
bridgcA  and  mining  trails.  SchiKtl  accommodation  has  not 
kept  pace  with  school  population.  Ilnspitals  and  other  health 
institutions  require  money,  our  |>enal  institutions  likewise. 
There  is  necessity  for  reforestation,  the  building  of  water- 
works and  other  essential  municipal  undertakings.  These  are 
all  of  a  necessary  character  so  far  as  this  province  is  concerned, 
while  money  could  profitably  be  spent  in  other  directions  such 
as  turban  iMautMrnmea  and  park  development. 

I  have  suggested  to  the  Dominfoa  Government  that  theso 

monies  should  l>r  loaned  to  the  provinces  without  interest, 
but  that  the  monies  should  be  repaid  by  the  provinces  during 
the  anticipated  lifetime  of  the  tvork.  This  suggcatlofi  has  been 

called  inflalionarv ,  but  I  venture  tb  think  that  as  we  have  tho. 
resources  and  the  manfiower,  and  thsf S  ^xists  the  need  for 
the  development  of  these  resourees  and  tho  prafitalde  use  of 
this  manpower,  that  it  is  not  an  insuperable  task  to  bring  the 
two  together,  and  it  seems  to  me  ibat  it  is  our  duty  to  do  so  In 
order  to  preserve  the  manhood  of  our  countryOii  UM.UltSgrity

ON  li^lit  sandy  soil 4lie  nee<l  f^T  precau- 
tioni  will 'naturally  be  increased.  aiiH, 
no  matter  what  methods  are  adopted,  it  la 
perfpctry  rertain  that  watering  will  have  to 
be  resorted  tn,  but  to  prove  oi  any  real  good, 
it  must  be  given  in  really  generous  quanti- 
ties.

The  modern 
beekeeper,  however,  knowt  that  natural 
swarming  and  maximum  honey  production 
are  not  compatible,  therefore,  he  endeavora 
to  suppress  the  swarming  instinct  in  hia 
liei^  Ihe  ihief  cause  of  swariiiiiig  is  ((in- 
gestion within  the  hive  and  such  a  condition 
may  be  brought  about  by  one  or  more  of  th« 
ie*Heiwing  factors;  Insiiffieient  rrirm  m  tb* 
brood  chamber  or  supers;  overheating  or 
lark  of  ventilation;  the  use  of  deformed 
comb,  or  occasional  sheets  of  foundation  in 
the  brood  chamber;  and  the  pretence  of  eM 
riueens,  especially  if  they  are  of  awarminff 
strain.  \  . 

Work  done  by  the  Bee  Division,  Central 
r.xperimcntal  1  arm,  (Ittawa,  has  shown  that 
the  desire  to  swarm  may  be  suppressed  to 
the  minimum  by  eliminating  the  exciting 
causes,  and  this  is  done  by  keeping  every 
colony  headed  with  young  and  vigorous 
queens,  by  providing  suHicirnt  space  for 
maximum  brood  production  and  storage  of 
nectar  at  all  times,  by  using  only  good 
drawn  fi.tiib  in  the  brrmd  chanihrrs,  and  by 
giving  shade  for  the  colonies  during  the  hot-

IS'  spite  of  these  precautions,  however,  a 
few  colonies  may  be  determined  to  throw 
svv.iriiis,  but  even  thev  m.iv  be  prevented 
from  carrying  out  their  ideas  by  destroying 
all  the  queen  cells  as  soon  as  they  are  found, 
aii'l  at  the  same  time  reinr>v  inp  the  (pjeeu 
fr(jm  the  cedony.  Ten  days  later,  again  de- 
stroy all  queen  cells  and  iiitrodtice  a  young 
laying  queen  to  the  colony. 

.^nf>f her  good  method  is  tn  remove  all  the 
(  .  I  ll  s  nf  brood  from  the  brri.d  nest  at  the 
jime  the  queen  cells  arc  found  and  to  repUce 
them  with  empty  combs.  Place  the  queen 
on  these  rnii)ty  rnnihs  and  shake  a  few  bees 
into  the  hive  with  her.  The  combs  of  f)r(iod 
arc  then  put  into  a  super  and  plai  e d  on  lop 
of  the  colony  above  a  queen  excluder,  first 
destroying  alt  queen  cells  present.  Either 
method  provides  an  excellent  means  for 
starting  new  colonics  without  swarming  and 
without  any  appreciable  lost,  in  th«  honey 
crop. 


Rose  Bushes  Need  tQ  Be 
Given  Spraying 

1r  is  rtiost  unfortuitate  that  (  i:i  rose  Imshes 
have  so  many  intects  and  diseases  that 
prey  on  them.  Some  are  easy  to  rontrol, 
while  (•tliT^  .,!<-  more  iliftn  lilt 

The  rose  slug,  leaf  hopper,  leaf  roller  and 
aphids,  which  seem  to  put  in  their  apiiear- 
aiice  witli  the  rosebuds,  ran  be  easily  con- 
trolled with  a  spray  of  nicotine  and  arsenate 
of  lead. 

The  carpenter  bee,  a  small,  black-winged 

insert  which  bores  down  into  the  pitH  of  the 
rose  canes  where  tliev  have  been  rut  off,  is 
a  serious  intruder.  This  bee  enters  at  the 
top  of  the  cane  and  boret  downward,  de- 
positing its  eggs  in  compartments.  If  the 
hce  travels  as  far  down  as  the  roots  your 
rose  bush  is  killed,  but  if  you  can  detect  his 
work  by  examining  all  brown  and  dying 
tops  on  ypur  btishe*.  you  can  save  them  by 
cutting  off  the  r^se  (ane  below  the  affected 
section,  and  burning  this  thoroughly  to  pre-, 
vent  the  eggs  from  hatching.  Apply  either 
a  pine  tar  paint  vvhere  %oii  have  cut  the 
balh,  or  put  a-thumb  tiitk  into  the  stem  to 
prevent  other  bees  from  entering.  By  ap- 
plying' ihi<  pine  tar  paint  whenever  you 
trim  your  rose  bushes,  you  will  prevent  this 
carpenter  bee  from  harming  them,  linCC  M 
cannot  bore  through  the  tar. 

Black  tpot  is  considered  the  worst  diteate 
we  have  to  battle  with.  .The  best  method 
it  one  of  preven;tiQn.  A  spray  consisting  of 
nine  parts  of  flower*  of  sulphur  and  one  part 
arsenate  of  lead,  u'ted  every  ten  dayt  . 
the  Summer,  it  both  a  preventative  and  a 
cure.  .\ny  spray  containing  sulphur  should 
be  used  on  a  hot,  sunny  day  to  secure  the 
best  retttltt. 

Milk  Should  Be_£fisded 

CI.I  .W.  cold,  sweet  tnilk  produe«d  by 
healthy  herds  it  erne  of  natnre't  fiftett 
human  foods.  It  it  a  very  perishable  product 
and  must  receive  the  greafe«f  care  both  on 
the  f.trms  on  which  it  is  produced  and  in 
the  homes  where  it  it  eontumed.  ^Milk  that 
it  quickly  cooled  to  40  deg.  F..  aftFr  milking 
and  kept  cool,  retains  its  sweet  flavor  and 
high  food  value.

We  all  know  that  varieties  of  apples  and 
pears  cannot  be  reproduced  true  from  s,,(l. 
1  lie  seed  of  ahy  Variety  of  pear  or  apple  will, 
of  course,  produce 'a  tree,  but  the  type  of 
tree  and  also  the  fruit  will  exhibit  great  va- 
riation and  be  \erv  unlike  tlie  parent.  1  he 
majority  of  seedling  apples  trees  from  all 
varieties  will  be  much  iiiferior  to  the  parent 
tree,  the  crab  or  wild  form  predominating. 
.Pear  teedlings  wilt  vary  as  much  as  apple 
aeedlinffa,  a  great  iiuuir.revertiof  to  a  thorny 
form.        .  * 

Tn  ortjer,  therefore,  to  reproduce  am  de- 
sired variety  of  apple  or  pear,  we  must  prop- 
agate by  either  grafting  or  budding.  Thia 
meant  that  we  must  take  either  buds  or 

scii  tis  frf'iii  the  desired  variety  and  propa- 
gate these  upon  a  suitable  rootstock.  I  he 
growth  which  ensues  from  the  bud  or  scirtn 
will  be  of  the  variety  detired  and  will  remain 
true* 

_     Slocks  Art  Impertad  • 

THE  majority  of  otir  apple-  trees^  have 
been  propagated  upon  French  crab  secd- 
'  lings,  and  6ur  peart  upon' teedlingt  of  two 

common  species.  These  seedling  roi'tst.  ik» 
are  iniported  by  our  nurserymen  in  large 
quantities  from  Europe.  To  a  liinited  ex- 
tent (  anadian  nurserymen  grow  their  own 
ai>iile  seedlinKs  from  pomace  or  seed  left 
over  after  rider  mak'ing. 

As  all  the  rootstocks  which  have '..been 
produced  frekm  teed  are  extremely  variable, 
the\  h'ave  a  varving  inflneri  e  ..n  the  xanetv 
grafted  upon  it.  Ihe  influence  may  lie  due 
to  the  varying  affinity  of  the  stock  and  tCitHi 
at  the  union  of  the  graft.  Or  it  i»  some- 
'  timet  due  to  nutritional  an<l  other  physio- 
logical eff<^cts  of  stock  on  scion  or  vice  ver«a. 

Hence,  we  have, in  tome  orchards,  where 
frees  are  of  the  tame  age,  and  growing  on 
the  s.inie  tvpe  of  *nil,  considerable  differ- 
ences in  size  and  vigor  of  the  trees.  There 
may  be  alto  difTerenres  of  several  dayt  in 
aeaton  of  ripening,  differences  of  biennial 
and  annual  bearing  habit,  color  of  fruit  and 
to  on.  There  has  been '  a  great  need  for 
uniform  treet  in  order  that  the  experimcntal- 
itt  obtain  correct  interpretation  of  retults  of 
experiments  with  various  pb.ts  of  trees.  I  his, 
together  with  the  demand  from  orchardists, 
has  resulted  in  considerable  invettifation 
into  tbe  atibject  of  rootttocka. 

Grafting  Influcncg 

1N\  KSTICATORS  have  mainly  e.  ncen- 
Irated  their  effoi:,ts  upon  the  vegeiatively 
propai^ated  atockt,.  which  means  those  de- 
veloped by  eattingt  or  Uyerings,  principally 
the  latter.  These  .vegetative,  or  clonal  root- 
stocks,  have  identical  inheritance  and  have 
an  identical  influence  upon  the.  variety 
grafted  upon  .it.  whereas  the  commonly  t^sed 
rootttocka  arising  from  seed  are  not  uni- 
form, owing  to  their  heterozygosity  or  mixed 
inheritance.  The  pioneer  work  on  root- 
atocks  has  been  done  at  East  Mailing  Re- 
"aearch.  Station.  England.  Tht  work  is  still 
centred  there,  althougb  it  has  spread  to  all 
parts  of  the  world.  Until  recent  years 
fnift  growers  and  narterymen  were  content 
with  only  two  tvpe«  of  VoptJto.ck  natncljv- 
dwarfing  and  standard.  For  pears  quince 
teedlings  were  tisrd  for  dwarfing  and  com- 
mon pear  seedlings  for  ttindarda.  For 
apples  Paradite  crab  aeedlingt  were  used  for 
dwarfing  ai  d  French  crab  for  standards

Ordi- 
narily it  will  take  up  a  comparatively  large 
area  of  the  propertv.  and  therefore,  will  be 
one  of  the  outstanding  features.  In  itself 
a  good  turf  well  cared  for  it>  a  thing  of 
beauty  and  as  such  it  should  not  be  broken 
lip  |iv  ninr.cn  lis  beds  i<{  |i;iI'.n.  Iiedijnu'  "uf 
plants,  trees  and  shrubs.  An  unbroken  aiea 
of  grass  with  trees  or  shrtiba  around  the 
boundaries  and  at  one  *ir  two  vantage  points 
will,  in  most,  cases,  give  the  most  ple.isnig 
efTc' t.  I  nHr(  krii  areas  of  lawn  teiul  to 
make  the  size  look  larger  and  cut-up  lawnt 
tend  to  decreate  the  apparent  tixe.' 

A  lawn  is  a  long-time  investment  and,  it 
therefore,  deserving  of  at  much  considera- 
tion after  planting  as  before  planting.  Grass 
Ko.MMi;  vigorously  gi.r-  a  inore  perfect 
turf  and  will  help  to  comfiat  weeds.  To  in- 
duce this  con'^itinn  a  nitrngenons  fertiliier 
should  be  applied  at  the  rate  of  approxi- 
mately one  pfiund  to  JlK)  square  feel  in  the 
early  Spring  when  growth  commences,  and 
during  June,  July  and  August  at  monthly 
intervals.  During  .^spring  there  may  also  be 
applied  to  advantage  approximately  two 
pounds  to  .UK)  square  feet  of  a  good  grade  ' 
of  phosphatic  fertiliter  to  ttiimilate'  root 
grov^th.  I'nless  applied  diiriiiK  rain,  nitro- 
genous fertilizers  should  be  watered  in  un- 
mcdiately  to  prevent  bwvinf  the  grata.

WEEDS  in  lawns  require  constant  at-, 
tention  and  shpuld  be  cut  out  when- 
ever possible,  rtr  they  may  be  hnrned  out  bv 
placing  on  each  weed  a  small  amonnt  of 
nttrogenmit  fertiliier,  or  by  daubing  tbe 
centre  of  each  plant  with  a  .small  hruth 
soaked  in  gasoline.  ("ommerrial  products, 
under  the  trade  name  <  f  lawn  sand,  act  both 
as  fertilizers  ji.-i  herbicides  for  controlling 
weed  grow  til.  At  the  Dominion  F.xperi* 
mental  Farm.  Agassiz,  British  (  olumbia,  va- 
r,ious  herbicides  have  been  tried  to  control 
weeds,  lorne  of  which  have  given  promising 
results.  On  the  whole,  however,  it  hai 
pr'oved  disastrous  fn  allow  wee'ls  fo  befcme 
so  strongly  established  that  complete  treat; 
meni  for  a  lawn  area  is  required.  Areaa 
badiv  infested  with  weeds,  whendag  and  re- 
planted, become  as  badly  reinfctted  nnlett 
adequate  control  remedies  are  adopted.  '

EACH  year  .i  large  part  of  the  celery  crop 
pr(Mtu;ed  m  Canada  is  destroyed  by  the 
blight  di«ease,  otherwise  known  as  late 
blight.  These  losses  would  be  materially 
reduced  if  the  celery  growers  would  practise 
the  (oiitril  measures  wliiiti  have  been  stud- 
ied and  ace  beijig  reruniniended  by  the  Di- 
vision of  Botany,  Dominion  Experimental 
Farms.

Rcliabl*  Control 

TILL  more  reliable  control  measurea 
againtt  celery  blight  are  as  follows: 
<  I )  Spray  the  plants  w  ith  bordeaux  mix- 
ture or  dust  with  copper-lime  dust,  using 
the  proportions  of  IS-S.V  The  first  two  ap- 
plications shon'd  l>e  made  li'f'  re  thr  pl.nils 
are  removed  from  the  seed-bed.  starting 
when  they  arc  about  an  inch  high  and. re- 
peating a  few  days  before  Irarsplanting. 
( Ontinne  this  treatment  when  the  plants  in 
the  held  are  about  aix  inches  high,  making 
thorough  applications  weekly  until  a  week 
or  ten  dayt  before  harvetl.  Five  applica- 
tions are  contidered  tufhcient.  When  the 
plants  are  large,  eighty  gallont  of  bordeaux 
will  cover  one  acre.    If  dutt  is  used,  each 

of  the  first  two  applications  w;ll  take  about 
twenty-five  pounds  of  the  fmiKicide  per  acre, 
and  the  last  three  about  thirfv-five  pounds. 

(2)  Seedlings  should  not  be  left  in  tbe 
crowded  leed-bed  anv  longer  than  is  neces- 
sary, inasMiiicli  as  mfei  tiop  may  be  severe 
in  spite  of  precautionary  hieasuret. 

(J)  Emphatia  ahould  be  placed  on  the  ne- 
cessity of  keeping  ne'w  growth  adequately 
protected  by  making  timely  applications  of 
spray  or  dust.  If  dust  is  used,  it  should  be 
applied  in  the^  early  morning  if  at  all  poa* 
sible.

Mutiny  on  the  Lady  Clarendon 


By  JAUm  HOKTOM 

SIXTY  years  a«o  Xntnia  was  the 
nursery,  of  many  tales  of  the  sea. 
Entrepot  of  the  Cariboo  goldfieMs, 
and  lone  port  of  the  Mritish  Empire  on  the 
l';v,i  ific  Coast  there  were  stirring  times  around 
the  waterfront.  In  I.s'iuimalt  harbor  battlc- 
skipa,  typical  of  the  Empire's'  mastery  of  the 
liea.  lay  anchored,  and  merchant  ships  pro- 
pelled by  Steam  and  s.iil  were  ce'ntres  rif  ros- 
mopelitan  artivity.  Seamen  were  often  hard 
to  obtain  and  shanghaiing  or  "crimping"  as 
it  was  called  was  resorted  to  without  com- 
punction. Drunkenness  and  rnvstering 
aniiiiig  saib'rs  ashore  w.is  of  fre'pienl  Oi - 
currence.  Often  it  was  necessary  to  import 
sailors  from -England  at  an  estimated  cost 
ot  from  <>!no  fo  Sl.OOO'a  head.  Conseiurntly, 
when  landed,  they  were  closely  watrhed.  hut 
even  then  rebellion  and  desertion  would  oc< 
cue. 

One  of  the  most  thrilling  of  thise  stories 
was  that  of  the  merrhanf  ship  Ladv 
l.'larendon.  In  the  hue  .Summer  days  of 
August,  ,1874,  she  lay  am  hored  in  the  harbor 
waiting  for  a  crew  to  sail  her  to  fqreign  parts. 
Fourteen  men  were  brought  out  from  Eng- 
land to  man  her.  'I  Ik  v  \>  ere  trnrn  among 
them  about  $1,000  in  advance  to  prepare  for 
the  voyage.  ,\pparently  it  evaporated -m- 
what  was  then,  as  now,  .rather  falsely  styled 
"having  a  good  time."  The  result  was  that 
when  the  time  for  embarkai  on  tame  there 
arose  within  their  whiskyfied  brains  a  vision 
of  the  glory  to  be  gained  by  foreshadowing 
some  modern  communities  in  an  act  o|  re- 
ptidi.ntirtn.  Their  rinRleader  w  as  a  determined 
t  ;t  .uionymons  ra-i  .li  H'-  ■^n.-lited  the 
.Xnicrican  shores  arrets]  the  Straits  and
